PUTTING TOGETHER THE BODY-SAWED-IN-HALF TRICK: 


This trick should be done after the body-sawed-in-half trick fails. It requires a needle, thread, skill and plenty 
of Blue Cross. Just remember that a stitch in time saves embarrassment. Also make sure that you have the proper 
intervals attached where the halves come together—and then knit one, pearl two.

Simply go to the top of a high ladder, sit there for a while, and then start drop¬ 
ping your rope slowly downward. To avoid holding the rope, merely tie it in a knot and attach it to the top of the 
ladder so that it dangles by itself.
